iii. UNDATED APOCRYPHAL FARTHINGS 


The NEW YORKE IN AMERICA farthing token first reached public attention in 
the Historical Magazine (Oct. 1861), from one of the lead strikings. Nothing 
is known of its origin or purpose. Its rev. device (Venus and Cupid under a 
palm tree) suggests propaganda for the colonies as a place to enjoy life. As 
the spelling YORKE with the final E occurs intermittently between 1664 and the 
1770's, this does not permit a better guess about the token's date. Two brass 
strikings were found in lots of Civil War tokens in the 1950's, which fact 
threw needless doubt on their age; almost anything of farthing size would have 
passed then as a small cent. Similar lots contained store cards datable to 
about 1834 and British farthing tokens of the 1820's. The lead discovery piece 
was at The Hague prior to 1850. Survivors occur in all grades, possibly ten in 
brass, four in lead; but if they are indeed of 18th century or earlier 
provenance, they could have only have represented farthings, which points to a 
pre-Revolutionary circulation. No grading standards are established. 

The copper farthing token with two emaciated lions and I S V C, rev. in 
four lines NEW / ENGLA / ND / M (N's reversed, M inverted) is unique, its 
origin, purpose and date unknown, its initials uninterpreted, its attribution 
to the 17th century or to New England unconfirmed, its present whereabouts 
unknown.

vii. Issues for Spanish Florida 


Owing to the original Line of Demarcation^ the notorious Pope Alexander 
Vi's decision of May 5, l493)i which divided the Western Hemisphere between 
Spanish and Portuguese claimants, Florida remained a Spanish possession until 
Feb. 10, 1763, when the British took it over from the Capitania de la Florida . 
In 1783 the Spaniards regained the territory, only to find in 1803 that the 
United States claimed part of it as among the lands transferred in the 
Louisiana Purchase. Unlike Gaul, Florida was divided only into two parts, of 
which Florida Occidental (West Florida) included also the southern sections of 
what are now Mississippi, Alabama and Louisiana; its capital was Pensacola. On 
Oct. 27, 1810, President Madison signed a proclamation taking possession of 
this area as far east as the River Perdido. Florida Oriental (East Florida) 
comprised the huge peninsula, the majority of Spanish Florida; its capital was 
San Agustin, now St.Augustine. In 1819, the United States bought the whole 
tract from the Spanish government for $5,000,000. 

During the entire time, the monetary needs of the wealthier colonists 
appear to have been met by circulation of Mexican silver dollars; there were 
almost no local issues, and the pieces described below are the only ones ever 
claimed for the Capitania de la Florida. About the first there has been some 
doubt; skeptics have claimed that the individual named on reverse (Juan Estevan 
de Pena) in affixing the name "Florida" was using a matronymic rather than 
identifying the locale. However, its fabric suggests a proclamation 4 Reales 
(half Mexican dollar), like its 1789 counterpart; this would be confirmed were 
Pena identifiable as a local high official: see below. In support of the belief 
that it is a coin rather than a medal is Dickeson's report (1859) that 
Mickley's discovery example turned up in circulation as a half dollar, 
presumably before 1857 while foreign silver coins were legal tender in the USA. 
About the 1789 piece there has never been any controversy. 

Proclamation pieces were a kind of commemorative issue, struck on the 
coronation of each new Spanish king, on orders of territorial or district 
governors, city mayors, bishops, or colleges. Most bear portraits of the new 
king (often, in the New World, imaginary effigies), with the coronation year; 
reverses vary, legends may be Spanish, Latin, or macaronic combinations. Those 
judged to be coins have weights fitting into the Spanish coinage system. That 
makes the proclamation 4 Reales pieces the direct unacknowledged ancestors of 
our modern commemorative half dollars! 

Designers, engravers and mints are unknown but certainly local. Physical 
specifications below. The coins are so rare that grade is irrelevant.
